A Springtime Hazard --- 
Grass Fire 

Wednesday morning someone sat on 
the button that sounds off the fire 
alarm to call the Brigade out to ex- 
tinguish a grass fire at the Myrtle 
Williams home. The fire started in- 
nocently enough but the wind spread 
it until the whole yard was a fire and 
buildings were being threatened. 
Friends and neighbors were fighting 
the blaze when the water 
rived to finish the job. 

It is fortunate indeed that we have 
had no serious fires within the town 
limits recently. Fortunate for two rea- 
sons. The first is, as we all know, 
that fire is a horrible and costly thing 
when it destroys one’s home and be- 
longings. The second is that the gen- 
eral public does not co-operate with 
the Volunteer Fire Brigade as_ it 
should. 


As we have said before, those men 
have a job to do and do not want to 
waste time in doing it. The faster 
they can get to the fire the better 
chance they have of bringing the blaze 
under control with a minimum of loss 
To get to the scene of the fire these 
volunteers have to travel by fire wa- 
gon, car or truck and there is where 
the general public proves to be a gen- 
eral nuisance. 

It would be a great help to the Fire 
Department if people would clear the 
road for them and let them do the job 
they set out for. This does not mean 
that after the Fire Truck has passed 
everyone can put his car truck or 
bicycle on the road and race to the 
fire. Most of the volunteers have to 
get to the fire in their own cars and 
there isn’t much use of the water get- 
ting there if there are no experienced 


wagon ar- 


men around to man the hose and 
chemicals. 

Not only should people clear the 
road for the fire fighters but they 


should keep out of their way at the 
scene of the fire. Work is often hamp- 
ered when people get to close to the 
fire truck and the hose. It should be 
stated here that by people we mean 
adults as well as the younger folks, 
Oft times firemen have to fight their 
way through a crowd to be able to 
even get to the fire. 

Remember—it may be your house 
next and you will want the Fire De- 
partment to have every chance of sav- 
ing your belongings and will be anx- 
ious to help, so do the same for your 
neighbors—keep out of the way your- 
self and teach your children to do the 
same,
